6 Convicts Escape From 


Prison at Philadelphia 


Collapsible Ladder They Had Concealed In 
Cedar Chest Used In Scaling Wall — One 
Guard Knocked Out, Another Locked 
in Tower. 


By the Associated Presa. 

PHILADELPHIA, 
convicts at 8:20 a. m. today 
made one of the most  dar- 
ing escapes in the history of the 
Eastern State penitentiary and up to 
tonight had not been caught. Sev- 
eral hours after the escape, six men 
wearing prison garb rode into Og- 
den, Del., in a red motor car, held up 
a farmer and robbed him of $200 
and a quantity of clothing. 

With one exception all the es- 
caped prisoners were from Philadel- 
phia. They were: Louis A. Edwards, 
Thomas J. Gillian, James Brown, 
James L. Malone, George Brown and 
James Williams, all burglars or hold- 
up men. 

Prisoners and guards at the prison 
told how the six had plotted their 
escape. 

Some of the prisoners were em- 
ployed in the carpenter shop and in 
the course of their work they made 
a cedar chest more than six feet 
long into which they smuggled a 
collapsible ladder that had been put 
together from time to time. The 
chest evidently was locked, as its 
contents were never discovered. 

When the appointed hour for the 
escape came, the chest was carried 
to the prison yard by several of the 
convicts in the plot. This they were 
able to do as they were members of 
the “police gang” whose duty it. was 
to keep the prison clean.

While they were putting the lad- 
der together, Charles Toomey, serv- 
ing time for a $300,000 bank embez- 
zlement in this city, came along and 
tried to dissuade the men from es- 
caping. He was backed against a 
wall at the point of a revolver. Then 
& guard made his appearance and he 
was promptly knocked out with the 
butt end of a pistol. Several of the 
convicts kept putting up the ladder 
while this was going on. All six 
cHmbed up the wall and another 
guard was encountered overpow- 
ered and locked in the watchman’s 
tower on the wall. 


The prisoners dropped two slender 
ropes, the ends of which were fas- 
tened to the wall and the men 
slipped to the street. They tried to 
steal a closed automobile nearby, 
but found it locked. But fortune 
favored them, for at that moment 
a small automobile truck came along 
and the driver was forced to aban- 
don it. 


Reperts differ as to whéther three 
of the men left in the vehicle or 
whether they stuck together. Nev- 
ertheless, the convicts abandoned 
the machine and commandeered an- 
other at Twenty-ninth and Poplar 
streets, a half mile away. They 
were last seen crossing Girard ave- 
nue bridge in Fairmount Park be- 
fore they were reported in Dela- 
ware.

CATHOLIC BISHOPS, MITRE 
AND COPE. PARADE IN LONDON 


Colorful Procession First of Kind in 


300 Years—Crowds Receive 
Blessings. 
(Copyright. 1923.) 

LONDON, July 14.—For the first 
time in 300 years Catholic Bishops 
in mitre and cope passed through 
ths streets of London blessing the 
crowds along the route to the Anglo- 
Catholic Congress at the Church of 
Saint-Martin-of-the-Fields. For the 
most part the dense crowds knelt as 
the procession passed, crossed theim- 
seives to receive the blessing given 
by the outstretched fingers of the 
Fishops and rose to watch the pa- 
rade out of sight. 

Fifteen Bishops and their attend- 
arts took part in the ceremonies. 
Their beautiful robes and jeweled 
staffs, seen in the public streets for 
the first time in centuries, made the 
procession colorful. Many  non- 
Catholics turned out to watch it. 

Some ardent non-Catholics  at- 
tempted counter demonstrations. 
“Friests will be England’s ruin” and 
“Anglo-Catholics are traitors to the 
Reformation,” were some of the slo- 
g&ans they carried. As a result there 
were a few scuffles, which the police 
promptly suppressed, making sever- 
al arrests.

Widespread Investigation Be- 
gun After Former New) 
Jersey Railroad Official Is 
Indicted.

Guaranty Cost to Govern- 
ment Over Six-Month 
Period Estimated at $600- 
000,000.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Disclos- 
ures throwing new light on Federal 
operation and control of the rail- 
roads during the war are expected 
as a result of an extensive inquiry 
instituted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. | 

It Was learned today the investi- 
gation leading to the indictment in 
New York Thursday of Henry L. 
Joyce, former manager of the ma- 
rine department of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, was only one of 
a large number of similar investl- 
gations into suspected irregularities 
against the roads or the Govern- 


ment. 

The sums involved in the alleged 
frauds have not been determined, 
but may be large, even to the -ex- 
tent of having material bearthg on 
the cost to the Government of oper- 
ating the roads and guaranteeing 
their earnings for six months after 
they were returned to their own- 
ers. 

Officials of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission declined to esti- 
mate the number of inquiries now in 
progress, though it is known the n- 
dertaking is of a stupendous char- 
acter and is probably the most ex- 
acting auditing task before any in- 
vestigating branch of the Govern- 
ment. : 

The Commerce Commission is 
concerned primarily with the guar- 
anty period. Under the guaranty 
the accepting railroads making less 
than the standard return of the war 
period were paid up to that return 
by the Government. Roads earning 
more than the return were required 
to pay to the Government the excess 
amounts. The roads which elected 
not to accept the guaranty pravis- 
ions retained their own earnings. 

It is estimated the guaranty cost 
the Government $600,000,000. While 
settlements of the roads for the Fed- 
eral control period was vested in 
the raifroad administration, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission was 
placed in charge of the guaranty 
period payments. Adjustments are 
still being made by the commission, 
and not until they are completed and 
it is determined to what extent there 
were irregularities in the manage- 
ment of the roads can the legitimate 
be agegre- 
gated. Director General Davis of 
the raflroads estimates the entire 
cost of Federal operation and the 
guaranty at $1,800,000,000, with the 
Federal operation costs totaling $1,- 
200,000,000. 

Examiners and agents of the Com- 
merca Commission are checking 
back on the guaranty period and ex- 
amining any indications of fraud 
against the Government, which 
would lose whether the roads wenade 
more or less than the standard re- 
turn. 

It was pointed out today that the 
task has just been started and until 
it has prograssed farther it will be 
imposible to determine how exten- 
sive it will become.

FAILURE TO HEED FIRE HOUSE 
‘STOP’ SIGN NOT ARREST CAUSE 


Warnings Only Cautionary, Not Like 
“Boulevard Stop,” Traffic Po- 
lice Captain Rules. 

“Stop” signs erected by the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers at 
various dangerous street intersections 
in the city and near the exits of fire 
engine houses are cautionary, and 
violation of their instruction is not 
cause for arrest, Capt. Gerk of the 
police traffic department said yes- 
terday. 

However, the signs should be 
heeded, he added. Traffic and mo- 
tor cycle policemen,-who are under 
his command, havé not received in- 
structions to” make arrests for fail- 
ure to heed these signs. “Boulevard 
stop” signs are mandatory, being 
-erected under a specific ordinance, 
and arrests are made for failure to 
obey them. The signs at engine 
houses are intended primarily for 
street cars, because of the danger 
of collisions with apparatus rushing 
out in response to alarms. 

Officers of the Automobile Club 
of Missouri, which co-operates with 
the Department of Streets and Sew- 
ers in erection of signs, said the de- 
partment could enforce the order 
borne on its “stop” signs under a 
blanket ordinance giving it author- 
ity to regulate traffic. 

The club has supplied about 1200 
“boulevard stop” signs to St. Louis 
and the following county municipali- 
ties: University City, Maplewood, 
Brentwood, Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wooed and Ferguson.

Receivership Action in Ohio 
Against R. L. Dollings 
Companies, Declared to 
Have Sold $75,000,000 in 
Stocks. 


CONCERNS DEAL 
IN SECURITIES 


Officers of Company With 
26 Subsidiaries Alleged to 
Have Refused to Buy Back 
Stock, as Promised.

COLUMBUS, O., July 14.—The R. 
L. Dollings Companies of Ohio, In- 
diana and Pennsylvania, and the 


International Note and Mortgage 
Coli, a Dollings subsidiary, for which 
between $75,000,000 and $80,000,000 
worth of stock is said to have been 
sohki to more than. 80,000 persons in 
the United States, today was faced 
with receivership proceedings. Thir- 
teen stockholders of the companies 
brought receivership action ‘in Com- 
mon Pleas Court here. 

The plaintiffs also ask that WIl- 
liam G. Benham, president of the 
Ohio company, and Dwtght Harrison, 
vice president and secretary, as well 
as all other officers, be enjoined 
from ,disposing of property or assets 
of the defendant companies. 

The Dollings companies are deal- 
ers in securities. The Ohio company 
has 26 subsidiaries, according to the 
petition. The general charge is made 
that officers of the Ohio company 
aré dominating the policies of che 
subsidiary concerns through neminal 
directorates. 

Those who are asking the receiver- 
ship declared that the officers of the 
company had refused to pay them 
back the amount of their stock sub- 
scriptions on demand, as they said 
agents of the company had promised, 
and that the concern and its subsi- 
diaries is being managed for the pur- 
pose of selling stock and not for the 
benefit of the stockholders. 


Missing Papers of Bucket Shop Firm 
Have Reappeared. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 14.—Missing 
records of the bankrupt bucket shop 
of E. M. Fuller & Co., for the 
nonproduction of which Fuller had 
his partner, William F. McGee, have 
spent nearly two months in jail, 
have reappeared as mysteriously as 
they disappeared, it was reported to- 
day. On this ground the brokers 
will ask Federdl Judge Goddard next 
Wednesday to lift the contempt sen- 
tence under which they are impris- 
oned. 

The plea, if granted, will free them 
to begin serving sentences of 15 
months to four years each in State 
prison for bucketing, after which 
they still face trial on a Federal 
indictment for using the malls to de- 
fraud. 

The missing records, for the right 
to conceal which the brokers car- 
ried a losing fight all the way to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
were sent anonymously to Judge 
Goddard about July 7, by a West- 
ern Union messenger, according to 
an affidavit in support of the mo- 
tion to lift the contempt sentence, 
which Fuller has executed for pre- 
sentation to the court next week. 

Judge Goddard was out of the 
city today and could not be reached 
for verification of the report, al~| 
though the Western Union had a 
record of a package sent Judge 
Goddard by an anonymous man on 
that date. 

Another affidavit, setting forth 
that the papers were,in the posses. 
sion of Fallon and McGee, Fuller's 
former counsel, nearly a month 
after Fuller and his partner had been 
imprisoned for their nonproduction, 
will be submitted to Judge Goddard 
next Wednesday. This affidavit,

BEING OVERRAULED 


Legal’ Opinion on Subject Pre- 
pared by James G. Britt, 
Chief Federal Dry Counsel.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—For the 
moment prohibition officials have 
turned some of their attention away 


from rum runners and wet Atiantic 
liners and are preparing to overhaul 
the regulations rélating to cider. An 
announcement from the Prohibition 
Bureau today said that the fruit 


|juice regulations are now “under re- 


vision and would be issued in the 
near future.” 

Officials would add no details, but 
by way of preliminary advice the 
bureau gave out the substance of a 
legal opinion on the subject prepared 
by James G. Britt, its chief counsel. 
The statement was in the form of 
a primer and was supposea to make 
perfectly clear when, if ever, it is 
permissible to have on hand hard 
cider and why. It follows in part: 

“The word ‘cider’ shall mean the 
exressed juice of whole, fresh, sound, 
ripe apples, exclusive of any extra- 
neous or foreign matter and without 
regard to the fermental or alcoholic 
content thereof, unleas otherwise in- 
dicated by the context.. 

“ ‘Sweet cider’ is the fresh juice 
obtained by the first pressing of 
whole, fresh, sound, ripe apples., 

“In order to man com- 
mercially a permit must be obtained 
and bond given in accordance with 
the customary<regulations of the de- 
partment. The production of non- 
intoxicating cider and fruit juices in 
the home is not controlled in the 
same manner. 

“Permits are not required unless 
the cider or fruit juices are sold to 
vinegar manufacturers. 

“Under section 29 of the act cider 
may be produced for use in the 
home culinary and other nonbever- 
age purposes and may be retained 
without permit until it develops into 
vinegar or may be sold to vinegar 
manufacturers under permits as 
vinegar stock.”

BRACK-PAPA ITALIAN ACE 


ENTERS PULITZER AIR RACE 


Former Holder of World’s Airnlane Speed 
Record Is Second European Entrant-— 
Another Italian Pilot Invited 


Iieut. Brack-Papa, the great Ital- 
lan ace, who at one time held the 
world’s record speed in an airplane, 
has entered his name for participa- 
tion in the Pulitzer trophy race, 
which will be run off during the 
meet Oct. 1, 2 and 3 of the National 
Aeronautic, Association at St. Louis 
Field. 

He is the second European pilot 
to enter the race, and the commu- 
nication to the St. Louis Air Board 
from the Italian Automobile Asso- 
ciation of Turin, Italy, announcing 
his entry, states also that Lieut. 
Luigi Mainardi, another noted Ital- 
ian flyer, also wants to enter. The 
Air Board will take steps to have 
Lieut. Mainardi come, as the board 
is eager to have as many European 
pilots as possible take part in the 
race. 

Sadi Lecointe, the speed ace of 
France, and said to be the most 
spectacular flyer in the world, is 


‘the other European entrant. 


Herbert James, the leading Brit- 
to 
represent England tn the Pulitzer 
trophy classic, and probably will 
come. B. Russell Shaw, vice presi- 
dent of the National Aeronautic As- 
sociation, who is in St. Louis, is cor- 
responding with James on this sub- 
ject. 

Advantage for Italians. 


Lieuts. Brack-Papa and .Mainardi 
have racing planes equipped with 
motors capable of developing 700 
horsepower. Six hundred  horse- 
power is the maximum development 
of American airplane motors, and 
the advantage of power in favor of 
the Italians may have to be over- 
come by skillful piloting. The ma-

chine Brack-Papa intends to bring 
has a 12-cylinder Fiat motor, in 
which he attained 208.5 miles an 
hour at Milan, Aug. 29, 1922, when 
he broke the world’s record. 

Within less than a month from 
the time Lieut. Brack-Papa broke 
the record it was snatched from 
him by Lecointe, the Frenchman, 
who attained a speed of 213 miles 
an hour, at Etampes, France, in a 
Nieuport-Deloge plane. 

Lieut. Maughan Now Holder. 

But 4Lecointe was not to remain 
king for long. On Oct. 1% last Brig- 
adier-General William: Mitchell of 
the United States army, flying a 
Curtiss biplane at Detroit, raised the 
mark to 224.58 miles an hour, Gen. 
Mitchell has since been displaced as 
premier speedster of the air by Lieut. 
Russell Maughan, also of the United 
States army air service, who at- 
tained a speed of 236.5 miles an hour 
also in a Curtiss biplane. 

In the Pulitzer trophy race here 
this year these three premigr pilots 
—Maughan, Lecointe and Brack- 
Papa—will be brought together for 
the world’s speed record title, to say 
nothing of many other good flyers of 
the army and navy who have been 
entered with special planes now un- 
der nstruction. The navy wants 
the trophy this year and has entered 
its premier pilots. 

Lieut. Mainardi served in the Ital- 
lan army first as a cavalry officer 
and then asa flyer at which he made 
a distinguished record. He has re- 
mained in the air service, and in 
competition with German, French 
and English pilots, to select a type 
of pursuit plane for the Polish army, 
he carried off the honors for Italy. 


200 BOATS-SEIZED BY 
DRY AGENTS IN RIVER 


Severe Clashes Mark Activities 
of Prohibition Men in De- 
troit Suburbs. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., July 14-—Fed- 


eral prohibition agents, assisted ty 
representatives of the Treasury De- 
partment, last night and early today 
seized 200 motorboats off Ecorse, 
Wyandotte and Trenton, in the down- 
stream district of the Detroit River. 

The operations, a part of the 
campaign against rum  runnefs, 
‘were conducted in the face of a 
mob, which, according to the offi- 
cers, attempted at one time to dyna- 
mite a small bridge giving egress to 
a boat well (a small harbor.) 

The boats were seized on the 
ground that they did not have equip- 
ment required by Government regu- 
lation. 

With Customs Department seals 
affixed to their engines, the vessels 
were put out ef commission until 
their owners have explained their 
failure to equip them in accordance 
with the Federal navigation laws. 
They were towed to docks along the 
river front and placed under guard. 

Water-front lanes in Ecorse said 
to be favorite highways for rum run- 
ners were crowded with men who 
challenged authority of the customs 
agents in tying up the boats. In sev- 
eral instances the officers had to 
tight off gangs of men. 

Beer in Bost. 

The most serious clash came when 
a quantity of beer was found in 
the boat well. Three successive 
attempts were made to destroy the 
emall bridge leading to the well. A 
handful of Federal agents held the 
bridge against an attempt to dyna- 
mite it, and later dispersed a gang 
of men armed with crow bars who 
said they had been sent by the 
owner of the property to demolish 
the bridge: An attempt to set fire 
to the bridge also was frustrated.

Secretary of Navy Calls Meeting 
to Consider Carrying Out 
Arms Treaty. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 14-—Definite 
steps toward fulfilling the terms of 
the naval limitation treaty, now rati- 
fied by all the Powers, were taken to- 
day by Secretary Denby, when he 
called a meeting of a naval council to 
arrange Getalis of scrapping the bat- 
tleships abandoned under the lim- 


itation program. 

Although no actual scrapping will 
take place until the ratifications 
have been formally exchanged by 
the signatory nations, two naval 
boards will be appointed immediate- 
ly, one to consider methods of scrap- 
ping and the other go take up 
cancellation of contracts for ves- 
sels which are building, but were not 
to be completed. 

Tentative plans for scrapping 
drawn up some time ago are un- 
derstood to be so nearly comple+e 
that the first board will be able 
to report almost immediately.. The 
cancellation board, however, wi'l 
have a considerable task in ar- 
ranging details for disposition of 
the battleships and compensation of 
the contractors. : 

While it is recognized that there 
will be much wasted and lost mate- 
rial, officials expect that a large 
amount of the steel can be cut and 
‘used profitably by the Government 
either for maintenance of the per- 
mitted navy, new authorized con- 
struction or for commercial usages.

I even made over my 
automobile to the bank.” 

A private detective agency will 
probably take charge of arrange- 
ments for the return of Eshleman to 
Los Angeles. 


TEMPORARY ADMINISTRATOR OF 
LAMPERT ESTATE GETS $16,824 


Henry A. Baker Relinquishes Control 
of $1,212,692 Holdings to 
Dorsey A. Jamison. 

Henry A. Baker, an attorney, yes- 
terday relinquished control of the 
estate of Jacob Lampert, cigar man- 
ufacturer, and turned over the aa- 
sets, which he valued at $1,212,- 
692.83, to Dorsey A. Jamison, who 
had been appointeg executor by 
Lampert.

Lampert’s principal holding was 
stock in various corporations with a 
par value of $1,084,917. He also 
owned $108,914 of bonds. He was a 
bachelor.

HAWTHORNE TRACK, Chicago, 


July 14.—Before a sweltering shirt- 
sleeved crowd of between 35,000 and 
40,000 spectators, In Memoriam, a 
brown 3-year-old colt owned by Carl 


Wiederman, Cincinnati millionaire, 
today won the $10,000 Illinois Derby, 
the first turf classic of national] in- 
terest decided in Chicago in 19 
years. 

The race at one and ‘one-quarter 
miles was run in a driving finish in 
the time of 2:041-5, a new track 
record, Genera] Thatcher was sec- 
ond and Prince K. third. The 
Clown, winner of the $15,000 La- 
tonia Derby two weeks ago and a 4 
to 5 favorite today, pulled up in 
fourth place, four lengths back of 
the flying field. The winner, a 
starter in the Kentucky Derby, paid 
5 to 1 in the oral betting while the 
price on Gen. Thatcher to place was 
even money and the show price on 
Prince K. was 2% to 1. 

Substitute Jockey Wins. 

The race, the first Derby Chicago 

had witnessed since Highball won 


the American Derby in 1904, was 
bitterly contested from barrier to 
wire. Tip Toe Inn was the leader 
as the barrier went up, but Lord 
Granite, by Great Early Speed, leap- 
ed into the lead at the first turn. 

At the three-quarters Lord Gran- 
ite was still leading, but the pace 
was too fast and he faltered. Pince 
K., coming up with a, rush to take 
the advantage for a time with In 
Memoriam racing him = stride for 
stride and only a neck hack in sec- 
ond place. 

Then In Memoriam raced Prince 
K. into submission and came,down 
in the last furlong with a neck to 
the good. Prince K. clung on game- 
ly for a few strides after he had 
lost the lead; but surrendered to 
Gén. Thatcher in the last few strides 
and was only able to get third place. 

The winner was ably ridden by 
Jockey N. Barrett, who was substi- 
tuted at the last minute for Jockey 
Lykes, one of the stars of the Ken- 
tucky tracks. Lykes missed a train 
and failed to appear at the track in 
time. 

The race attracted a field of eight 
of the best 3-year-olds in training in 
America. Winner Take All was 
scratched and Zev, winner of the 
Kentucky Derby, and his stable 
mate, Sunfer neceihw,hcshrdlushr 
mate, Sunference, which had been 
entered, were not shipped here.

HOLLAND MADE A ONE 
ON 260-YARD HOLE 


It is not often that a golfer has 
the good fortune to hole-out from 
the tee on a par ¢ hole, although 


on a “one-shooter” this feat is rath- 
@r common nowadays. The short 
pitch layout of 130 to 150 yards best 
lends itself to the accomplishment 
of “an ace.” Occasionally some one 
gets a full mashie or dimiron hole in 
one, but the driver is a club that is 
seldom on the “impulsive end” of a 
hole-out. ‘Holland of Wee Burn, a 
conscientious amateur of third 
flight, drove the little rubber core 
into the tin 260 yards from the 13th 
tee at Apawamis. 

Holland’s memorable shot occur- 
red during a practice foursome pre- 
ceding the annual Apawamis invita- 
tion tournament. The 13th hole 
measures 260 yards, par being 4. A 
ledge of rocky ground forms a mod- 
erate rise immediate.y before the tee, 
rendering this a blind hole and effec. 
tivly taking care of a topped tee 
shot. About 120 yards from the tee 
a line of bunkers must be carried. 
Thenceforth the fairway “breaks” 
sharply from the high ground on the 
right to the lowlands on the left. 
A shot that is too weakly hit is to 
kick off the line, rolling down the 
slope into trouble. 

Holland, whose hair is silvered by

corker that disappeared from yiew. 
holding true to the line of the pin. 
The caddy, who had gone forward, re- 
ported that the ball bounded down the 
incline leading to the green, was 
checked in its roll by the carpet-like 
turf, finally squeezing past the bam- 
boo pole to drop “ker-plunk” into 
the cup.

Former Coast Leaguer Hitting 
Only .275—Casey Stengel 
Again in Lineup.

NEW YORK, July 14.—Jimmy 
O’Connell, the $75,000 California 
youngster, has found the champlion- 
ship pace too keen for legs that have 


not reached their full growth. 

As O'Connell. steps out of the 
Giants’ line-up as a regular, “Old 
Casey” Stengel, who drove home the; 
winning run in at least 15 games in 
1922, steps in again. 

Candidly, it never looked as ‘if 
O’Connell were really in. He came 
to the Giants with a great repuia- 
tion as a batter and with the sweet 
singers of California .raising praises 
to the skies about him. He hit over 
.200 out there. 

If O’Connell could do no better 
than that in the Pacific Coast 
League, it was suggested that he 
could not hit a whole lot in-the Na- 
tional League, as it has been regard- 
ed as safe usually to trim Coast per- 
centages down by 25 to 50 poirts 
when their players move East, 

O’Connell Hitting. : 

O’Connell is now batting about 
275, a figure which was predicted 
would be about his normal gait in 
the National League. In the South 
last spring O’Connell appeared to be 
too crude for the world’s champions, 
with their great desire to capture a 
third league pennant and a third 
world’s series in a row. Cunning- 
ham, who had been previously taken 
by the Giants from Seattle, had it all 
over Jimmy, both as a fielder and as 
a batter. 

But even though it has been nec- 
essary to bench O'Connell for: the 
time being, it does not imply that 
he is a failure for lifetime. He is 
simply not ready. 

Casey Stengel got into the game 
last season just in time to save the 
Giants. If Casey had not been welt- 
ing the ball third best of all tae 
National League batters maybe New 
York would not have finished first, 
best of all the teams. 

Stengel a Big Hicip. . 

They called him “Old Casey’, in 
1922 when he started, yet he cnby 
hit the ball for .368. which is some- 
thing that 98 per cent of all players 
cannot do. He fielded .969, which is 
not a high mark for an outfielder, 
but it is better than half of the 
National League outfielders could 
do. 

For the moment “old Cascy” 
seems to have shown no indication 
of playing ball a bit less effectively 
in 1923 than he did in 1922. Why 
keep such a player on the bench? 


Over ic Brooklyn there is another 
ball player who has come through.

So the Jewish 
settlement of Palestine began. From 
that day onward it has proceeded 
slowly but steadily. The land avail- 
able was not of the best. Prejudices 
and fears had to be negotiated. Any- 
‘thing in the nature of wholesale ex- 
propriation of Arab cultivators, 
even for cash, had to be carefully 
avoided. The Jews were, therefore, 
often driven to settle on barren sand 
dunes and malarial swamps. 
Everywhere the Jew cultivator 
produces heavier and richer crops 
than his Arab neighbor. He has in- 
‘troduced into Palestine more sci- 
entific methods of cultivation, and 
his example is producing a benefi- 
cent effect on the crude tillage of 
the Arab peasant. It will be long 
ere Canaan becomes once more a 
land flowing With milk and honey. 
The effects of the neglect and mis- 


rule of centuries cannot be effaced 
by the issue Af a declaration. The| 
cutting down of trees has left the’ 
soll unprotected against heavy rains, 
and rocks which were once green 
with vineyards and olive groves 
have been swept bare. Terraces 
which ages of patient industry built 
up, have been destroyed by a few 
generations of Turkish stupidity. 
They cannot be restored in a single 
generation. Great irrigation works 
must be constructed if the settle- 
ment is to proceed on a satisfactory 
scale. 


Palestine possesses in some re- 
spects advantages for the modern 
settler which to its ancient inhabi- 
tants were a detriment. 

Its one great river, with its two 
tributaries, are rapid and have a 
great fall. For power this is ad- 
mirable. Whether for irrigation or 
for the setting up of new indus- 
tries, this gift of nature to Pales- 
tine is capable of exploitation im- 
possible before the scientific discov- 
eries of the last century. The ta- 
bleland of Judea has a rainfall 
which if caught in reservoirs at 
appropriate centers, would make of | 
the “desert of Judea”’ a garden. If 
, this were done, Arab and Jew alike 
would share in the prosperity. 


Only 15,000 Tourists Yearly. 

There are few countries on earth 
which have made less of their possf- 
bilities. Take its special attrac- 
tions for tourists. I was amazed 
to find that visitors to Palestine in 
the whole course of a year only 
ageregate 15,000. It contains the 
most famous shrines in the world. 
Its history is of more absorbing 
interest to the richest peoples on 
earth, and is better taught to their 
children, than even that of their, 
own country. Some of its smallest 
villages are better known to count- 
less millions than many a prosper- 
ous modern city. 

Hundreds of thousands ought to 
be visiting this sacred land every 
year. Why are they not doing so? 
The answer is: Turkish misrule 
scared away the pilgrims. Those 
who went there came back disillu- 
sioned and disappointed. The mod- 
ern “spies’’ on their return did not 
carry with them luscious grapes of 
Escol to thrill the multitude with a 
desire to follow their example.

CHICAGO, July 14. 

HE descending price of wheat struck the 
T $1-a-bushel level on the Chicago market a 

few days ago with a crash that resounded 
throughout the country. Startling echoes were 
heard. Senator Capper called it “one of the 
most savage and brutal economic debacles that 
the agriculture of the Middle West ever en- 
countered.” Another farm spokesman asserted 
it meant ‘ruin for thousands of farmers.”’ Some 
contemporary Mark Anthony might justifiably 
have exclaimed “Oh, what a fall was there, my 
countrymen! Then you and I and all of usa 
fell down!’’ For, if those who live in cities do 
not expect to feel the consequences of this 
event, they are probably due for a painful sur- 
prise. 

At first aan a decline in the price of 
wheat would seem to interest city people chief- 
ly as portending cheaper bread. Alas, disillu- 
sioning experience has shown that the latter by 
no means necessarily follows the former. A 
strange indtpendence appears to exist between 
the two prices. Wheat goes down to pre-war 
prices, buf bread remains defiantly stationary. 

On the other hand, very “definite conse- 
quences of a different sort await the city dwell- 
er. Dollar wheat means that the farmer, the 
largest purchaser in the country is out of the 
market, except for the barest necessities. The 
reaction upon those who make their living by 
manufacturing, mining, selling and transport- 
ing the things that the farmer ordinarily buys, 
is not hard to see. Only the farmer himself is 
more directly and forcibly affected. 

Cause of the Farmer’s Plight. 

The plight of the farmer, the cause of his 
plight, and the probable consequences of it, 
were explained in some detail to the correspond- 
ent today by a man in a position to know the 
facts—Oscar E. Bradfute, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, which is 
made up of all the county and township farm 
bureaus in the United States, and thus includes 
in tts membership more than 1,000,000 farm- 
ers. 

“The farmer’s big trouble,” he said, “is the 
decline in the purchasing power of his prod- 
ucts. This was better understood back in the 
days of barter, when a man exchanged corn or 
skins for sugar and shoes. In reality, the sit- 
uation is just the same now. The farmer’s 
products—wheat, corn, livestock—are his 
money. These are the things he must exchange 
for the commodities he needs, and the nubbin 
of his present distress is the fact that his prod- 
ucts won’t purchase the things he needs, al- 
thongh he is producing as much as he ever did. 

“During the war the prices of the commodi- 
ties which the farmer bought went away up. 
But so-.did. the prices of his products. There 
was a great inflation of everything. Then, a 
year or so after the war, came the deflation. 
The prices of most things dropped rather sud- 
denly, and they lodged at various places. Some 
‘didn’t fall very far; others did. Some lodged on 
the top of the mountain, some stopped a Hittle 
further down, and some went all the way to the 
bottom of the valley. Unfortunately, it was the 
fatmer’s products that fell the farthest, while 
many of the commodities that he has to buy 
fell the shortest distance. The result is that

needs. 


What ‘Wheat Dollar’ Is Worth. 


‘“T can give you a graphic example of that. 
Let us think in terms of the ‘wheat dollar,’ as 
representing the present buying power of wheat 
compared to its buying power in.1913. Today 
the farmer's ‘wheat dollar’ is worth, for buy- 
ing clothing, 61 cents. For. buying fuel ft is 
worth 65 cents; for buying metals, 80 cents: 
for buying building materials, 60 cents: for 
buying sugar, something like 35 cents. In the 
purchase of all commodities, the average buy- 
ing power of the ‘wheat dollar’ is 79 cents. 
This means that if the farmer is breaking even 
today, he must have been saving 21 cents out

“Manufacturers and business men have various 
ways of keeping up the prices of the things 
they sell. In the first place, they have means 
of ascertaining what the demand will be, and 
they regulate their production accordingly. 
They don’t flood the market. If they do over- 
produce, they still have storage facilities for 
their products, and so are not compelled to 
dump them. Again, the business man has a 
thorough selling organization. In the Ford 
Motor Car Co., or the International Harvester 
Co., the selling department is almost as large 
as the manufacturing department. 

“The farmer has none of these things. He 
doesn’t know what the demand will be, 80, as 
a rule, he produces all he can. .When his 
wheat is threshed, he has to sell it at once, 
because, first, he has no place to store it, and, 
second, he has to have the money on which to 
live until the next harvest, and to prepare for 
planting the next crop. Result, he must get 
rid of it at whatever price he can get. He 
has no selling organization, while the people 
to whom. he must sell have a very thorough 
organization. He is merely an individual farm- 
er dealing with a vast interest and he takes 
what they give him. 


Other Factors to Consider. 

“Moreover, aside from the law of supply 
and demand, there are other factors. The law 
is all right if it’s let alone, but we know that 
somebody monkeys with it. It works to beat 
down the price of the farmer's products, but 


seeing a new house or barn. You can see farm 
machinery stored in sheds, waiting for repairs 
that are not made. The deterioration of the 
farms is evident everywhere in communities |- 
where wheat and livestock are extensively 
raised. It has hit the Middle West particularly 
hard. 

“Oh, yes,”” he continued, replying ‘to a ques- 
tion, “‘the livestock situation is even worse. 
Cattle that brought $6.01 a hundred pounds in 
May, 1913, brought $5.77 in’ May of this year. 
Hogs sold for $7.45 in May, 1913, and for $7.13 
in May of this year. In other words, cattle 
and hogs are actually bringing less than before 
the war. When you consider the increase in 
the price of shoes, clothing and sugar since 
1913, you can see what a ‘beef dollar’ or a 
ian dollar’ is worth now.” 

“But why isn’t this reflected tn the retail 
price of meat?’”’ 

“That,” answered Bradfute grimly, “is a 
mystery that you can investigate for yourself. 
I have my own suspicions about it, but I won’ 
communicate them. However, you as a con- 
sumer, and I, as a farmer, know that there is 


an awful difference between what I get for my |! 


products and what you pay for them in the 
city. Out of the dollar that you pay for food 
I get less than 35 cents for producidg it. 
There, of course, is where the question of dis- 
tribution enters. The distributors say they do 
it as cheaply as they can. I’ doubt it.” 


Marketing Problem Discussed. 


Then why don’t the farmers devise a plan 
for marketing their own products, and thus 
divide this 65 cents between the man who 
raises the wheat and the man who eats the 
bread? 

“That's precisely the point toward which we 
are working,” he responded. “I am sure that 
co-operative marketing by the farmers will 
eliminate a lot of the present evils. Of course, 
it will involve co-operative storage and co- 
operative merchandising. The farmer needs an 
orderly, systematic plan of selling, to eliminate 
the present necessity of unloading his products 
on the market as soon as they are harvested. 
This, of course, demands storage facilities 
which we haven’t got now, and it demands a 
method of financing him until the stored crop 
is sold.

Manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers 
have their associations, and they seem ‘to un- 
derstand each other. A farmer may have ‘to 
dump his hides at whatever price he can get, 
but you will notice that the’ price of shoes 
remains. undisturbed. The manufacturers, job- 
bers and retailers keep unbroken ranks. 

‘Take this Panama hat of mine. It’s just an 
Do you 
know what that means to me, a farmer? It 
means nearly an acre of wheat! Think of that! 
To prodtice an acre of wheat I must first buy 
the land and pay taxes on it. Then I must plow 
it, harrow it, fertilize it, buy the seed and plant 
it, harvest and thresh it, and finally transport 
it to the selling point—for a straw hat! 

“You must remember that dollar. wheat on 
the Chicago market does not mean that the 

armer gets $1 a-bushel for it. He gets $1 less 
freight and elevator charges, so that the 
amount which he gets is likely to be between 
70 and 80 cents. The raw truth is that he is 
losing money. In Kansas this year it cost $1.36 
a bushel to produce wheat, so that 4 man who 
buys a straw hat at all is really buying it out 
of his capital. 

Farmer Has Quit Buying. 

“And this is exactly what is happening all 
over the country., The farmer has quit buying 
agricultural implements and machinery. He is 
beilding no fences, letting his barn fail to 
pieces and his house go unpainted. He and his 
family are making their old clothes do instead 
of buying new ones. He is living out of his 
capital, and if temptation overcomes prudence 
and he gets a Ford or a radio set or a phono- 
graph, that comes out of his capital, too.”

~ A NEW DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE | 


Acting upon a Fourth of July suggestion that 


rected against the growth of internal tyranny, as the original declaration was directed against for- 
eign tyranny, the Post-Dispatch submits the following statement. No irreverence is intended to- 
ward the original declaration, which stands as an immortal document protesting against 6ppres- 
sion and asserting the right of peoples to be free. The original declaration counseled the overthrow 
of the Government, while the new declaration appeals for the correction of evils and abuses in the 
Government. But since the original covers so much ground touching inherent rights and liberties 


of all men; under any Government, we paraphrase 


When in the course of human events % becomes 
necessary for the people to correct the evils which 
have arisen in their Government and to reassume 
the rights and liberties to which the laws of nature 
and nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect for 
public opinion requires that they shall declare the 
causes which tofipel thei to this action. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, and 


famong these are life, Hberty and the pursuit of 


happiness. That to secure these rights Govern- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving théir just 
powers from the consent of thé governed. That 
whenever any Government becomes. destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of the people to correct 
it and to institute better Government, laying its 
foundation on such principles and reorganizing its 
powers in such form as to them shall seem most 
likely to effect their safety and happiness. Sound 
judgment will dictate that it is better t6 restore 
the original forms of good Government which have 
deteriorated than to venture on untried experi- 
ments. All experierice has shown that mankind 
are disposed to suffer while evils are sufferable 
rather than to right themselves by abolishing the 
wrongs which afflict them. But when a long-train 
of abuses and usurpations pursuing invariably the 
same object evinces a design to reduce them to sub- 
jection under tyrannical laws, it is their right, it 
is their duty, to reorganize their Government and 
to provide new safeguards for their future security. 
Such has been the patient sufferance of the Amer- 
ican people, such is now the necessity which con- 
strains them to reform their Government. The re- 
cent history of the United States is a history of the 
march of the Federal Government to empire, and 
of repeated wrongs and usurpations, all having the 
direct effect of establishing intolerance and tyranny 
over the people. Let us submit facts to thd people: 


The march to Federal empire is evinced by Fed- 
eral usurpation of the rights and powers reserved to 
the states and the overthrow of the rights and lib- 
erties of individual citizens; by the adoption of laws 
regulating the morals, consciences and habits of the 
people in matters that do not touch the rights of 
others and in the multiplying of laws and bureaus 
for the regulation of the business and other con- 
cerns of the people. 


An amendment to the Constitution has been 
adopted in the stress of war and under the political 
duress of a secret fanatical organization denying 
the personal liberty of the people in the matter of 
beverages containing intoxicants, controlling the 
habits and customs ofthe people and the use of 
their own property. 


This denial of liberty ts safeguarded in the Con- 
stitution, which was framed dnd adopted to reserve 
and protect the liberties of the people against Fed- 
eral encroachment. : 

The eighteenth amendment, which undermines 
and impairs the entire Bill of Rights adopted by the 
people to guard their rights and liberties, was 
passed without reference to the people. 

Under this amendment the Government and the 
people are subjected to the rule of a fanatical mi- 
nority operating through a conscienceless organiza- 
tion which, by the use of money, by intimidation 
and group voting, controls party politics and elec- 
tions and through the agency of paid lobbyists dic- 
tates the action of Federal and State Legislatures 
and public officers. 

Laws have been adopted providing for espionage 
of the people, invasion of their homes and places of 
business, search of their persons, baggage and ve- 
hicles, arrest of citizens, and seizure oftheir prop- 
erty and goods without legal warrant, thus subvert- 
ing and destroying their inherent and constitutional 
rights. : 

Congress, under the dictation of this secret po- 
litical organization, misnamed the Antisaloon 
League because its action is not directed against 


saloons but for the control of personal conduct and

Under these laws a special nation-wide organiza- 
tion of spies, agents provocateurs and so-called law- 
enforcement agents subject to the control of the 
Antiliberty League has been created and has 
trampled upon the fights of citizens, subjecting 
them to continual harassment, Insolence and vio 
lence, in disregard of their constitutional rights 
and of established legal methods of procedure. 

The American people, under these specially privi- 
leged and in many instances corrupt agents, are 
subjected to espionage, wrongs and abuses of po- 
lice power unparalleled in the History of free peo- 
ples. 

Under these laws the Government is attempting 
to limit the freedom of the seas and to contro] the 
conduct of foreign nations in matters that do not 
touch our own interest, thus subjecting the United 
States to international reséntment, embroilment 
and the possibility of war. 

The Voletead act places the burden of innocence 
on the accused, thus destroying @ constitutional 
right; the accused is assumed to be gufity until he 
proves his innocence. 

The right of doctors to prescribe medicine for 
their patients is arbitrarily restricted. 

The established safeguards against unjust crimi- 
nal prosecution won by centuries of struggle are 
being destroyed. f el 

The Government has created new crimes of acts 
in themselves innocent, and is thas manufacturing 
criminals. , 

“it has substituted trial by Judges for trial by 
juries and has made citizens subject to double 
prosecution for the same offense. 

By reason of these intolerant and tyrannical laws 
the American people are pervaded by fear, distrust 
and discontent and are rapidly becoming, from the 
highest officials to the humblest citizens, a nation 
of law breakers and hypocrites. 

Under the rule of intolerance, laws are being 
multiplied to control pérsonal conduct in the matter 
of dress, habits and harmless indulgencé of pleas- 
ure, clothing and other private and personal ¢on- 
cerns. 


Laws have been adopted invading the sacred 
rights of parenthood, subjecting the people to the 
hateful control of bureaucratic agents in their 
homes and their private interests and activities. 

Federal bureaus are being created in increasing 
numbers to regulate business, thus destroying indi- 
vidual initiative and hampering prosperous activ- 
ity. 

The rights of property and the rights of labor 
have been invaded by law. 


The people are being restrained and controlled 
by laws and governméntal agencies in opinion and 
other matters of individual conscience and judg- 
ment. 

By reason of the rule of intolerance freedom of 


religion and education has been in some instances! - 


impaired and is seriously menaced. 

Privilege has been established by law involving 
discrimination between interests and citizens. 

Censorship over literature, the drama and the 
press have been set up, thus discouraging freedom 
of thought and the free development and expression 
of genius. 

Citizens are prosecuted and imprisoned for the 
expression of opinion, thus impairing the greatest 
safeguard of human progress and free govern- 
ment. 

The rule of intolerance and bureaucracy has be- 
come intolerable. 

We therefore declare again that the people of 
the United States are and of right ought to be 
free and independent in all matters of conscience, 
judgment, personal conduct and {ndustrial and 
commercial activities that do not touch the rights 
of others, that they should be untramnieled by in- 
tolerant laws and meddlesome bureaucrats and spy- 
ing Government agents. - 

And for the support of this declaration and the 
restoration of freedom and democracy in America 
we » pledge Our means, our énergies and our votes.

Crowley's first ride was an epochal 
one. Entrusted with a message from 
Jefferson Davis to the British; Minis- 
ter in Washington, whose aid the 
South was seeking, Crowley made a 
hazardous trip of 1200 miles, which 
required 29 days’ continuous living 
in the saddle while he made his way 
through a country of tangled, 
gnarled trees, broad rivers which he 
had to swim and steep mountain 
passes. The young man hed won 
his way to the heart of Jefferson 
Davis when he presented himself in 
the costume of a negro’ girl, with 
tattered dress and .market basket, 
and his face and hands coated with 
walnut stain. 

“If any man can get through the 
Union lines it is you,” sald Davie, 
who had been deceived himselé. 

Leaving Montgomery, the boy rode 
continuously for 48 hours to Bir- 
mingham. The courier was ma-' 
rooned in a swamp all night and re- 
mained there until early morning. 
when he was rescued by negro 
slaves. Finally he came into con- 
tact with the Union lines nine miles 
below Alexandria, Va. He had dis- 
carded the horse for a ragged, sham- 
bling mule and rode into camp sing- 
ing lustily—apparently a carefree 
negro girl.

HE author shows here his won- 

derful mastery of stage crafte- 
manship, his extraordinary faculty of 
piling up situation on situation until 
the final big climax is reached.

One writer, comparing 
the new drama with “Abraham Lin- 
coln,”’ reminded his readers that the 
characters are different and that the 
personality of the President lent it- 
self more readily to the Drinkwater 
method. 

The impression made on the first- 
night audience was difficult to esti- 
mate, because first-night audiences 
are usually generous, and this was no 
exception. Some Americans present 
said it was disconcerting to hear the

LANS for supplying St. Louis 

with one grand opera perform- 
ance a month, from November next 
to April, were advocated last week, 
during a visit here, by Andreas Dip- 
pel, who was formerly administra- 
tive director of the Metropolitan 
Opera Co., and who founded the 
Chicago Opera Association, presid- 
ing over its destinies for a time as 
} general director. 

A temporary committee was 
formed, with Edward A. Faust as 
chairman, George W. Simmons as 
treasurer, and the following as 
members: Charles F. Bates, Her- 
bert D. Condie, Philip B. Foyke, 
John Fowler, Joseph Gilman Mil- 
ler, Hugo A. Koehler, J. Lawrence 
Mauran, George W. Neidringhaus, 
John B. Strauch and Charles W. 
Wiggins. 

Perceiving that only New York 
and Chicago have resources for 
maintaining a resident opera com- 
pany, Dippel began two years ago 
to work out a scheme whereby 
opera might be financed by other 
cities through a cooperative proj- 
ect.

WEST POINT, N. Y., July 14. 
T has not been many years since Frederick 
Funston, then Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers, and Emilio Aguinaldo, crafty Filipino 
in#urrectionist, were engaging in a sanguinary 
athe of hide and seek in the Philippine 
jutigies, one the hunter, the other the hunted. 
y, by a whimsical turn of the wheel of 
fortune, the sons of the two warriors, Frederick 
Fuiiston Jr. and Emilio Aguinaldo Jr., line up 
side by side as classmates at West Point. Ap- 
pointments by President Harding and Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines, have brought them together at America’s 
greatest military institution from opposite sides 
of the earth. 

Young Funston, a husky youth of 20, and 
Aguinaldo of the second generation, somewhat 
lese- husky, but just as enthusiastic as a soldier, 
were “dressed in” as Plebes at the academy a 
few days ago. For the next four years they wil! 
attend classes together and drill side by side in 
thelr training for service under the same flag, 
oack hoping to find in a military career the re- 
nown that distinguished his father. But in this 
they are likely to encountef a formidable task. 

Although the military careers of both the 
elder Funston.and the elder Aguinaldo are 

now, the former occupying a soldier's

three days after his spectacular capture of 
Aguinaldo. On that morning he was called into 
the office of Gen. Arthur MacArthur, command- 
er of Americas forces in the Philippines, to be 
greeted by the sobér countenance of his supe- 
rior, 

“Well, Funston,” he said, as the young Brig- 
adier-General of Volunteers entered, “they do 
not seém to have thought much of your per- 
formance in Washington. You appear to have 
got yourself into trouble.’’ With that he handed 
to the surprised adventurer a commission as a 
Brigadier-General in the regular army. 


THat marked the end of Funston’s career as 
a soldier of fortune and the beginning of his 
service as a regular army officer. When he died 
in 1917, just before this country entered the 
war with Germany, his-record showed that his 
service as a regular had been as fllustrious as 
that in the role of volunteer had been in former 
years, There was his feat of organizing patrols 
and supply unite which prevented a worse dis- 
aster the time of the San Francisco earth- 
quake &nd fire in 1906, and there was also his 
effective handling of troops sent to Vera Cruz 
in 1914 and his aad effective generalship 
along the border when forces under Gen. Per- 
shing were sent into the interior of Mexico in 
pursuit of Villa. These and other displays of 
military capacity were sufficient to win him 
permanent fame, but it was his spectacular cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo in the days when he was but 
an officer of the volunteers that gained him 
most renown.

His own story of that achievement told in his

For more than two years the Filipino ahief- 
tain had defied all efforts of the Americah 
forces to take him and his elusive bands of in- 
curgents. With their deadly Mausers, a her- 
itage from the Spaniards, Aguinaldo’s men 
would Gash from cover in the jungles, wreck 
bridges and railroads, inflict what casualties 
they could upon the Americans and then keep 
up &@ runnifig resistance as they withdrew -to 
the forests, forcing the troops to carry the 
fighting to them over almost impenetrable 
country. Aguinaldo, méanwhile, had kept so 
well hidden that only a few of his most trusted 
officers knew where he was. Many of the 
Americans had been killed, many more had 
died of typhoii and malaria and others were ili 
from jungle diseases when Funston’s feat was 
accomplished, breaking the backbone of the 
natives’ resistance. 

“It was the 8th day of February, 1901,” 
wrote the General in his.description af the 
venture, “and in the room that served as an of: 
fice in the headquarters’ building at San Isi- 
dro, I was going over the morning’s work with 
the Adjutant-General of the district, Capt. B. 
V¥. Smith, when there arrived a telegram that 
for the moment disturbed our equanimity—a 
brief message that was to have no small part 
in the making of the history of the Philip- 
pine insurrection. It was signed by Lieut. J. 
D. Taylor, Twenty-fourth Infantry, command- 
ing the company of that regiment that consti- 
tuted the garrison of the town of Pantagangan 
and was to thu effect that a small band of in- 
surgent soldiers had voluntarily presented 
themselves to him, and that the man in com- 
mand had stated that he was bearer of dis- 
patches from Emilio Aguinaldo to certain sub- 
ordinates in Central and Southern Luzon. 

“THe letters, addressed to Baldomero Aguin- 
aldo, Alejandrino, Urbano Lacuna, Pablo Tec- 
son, Simon Tecson, Teodore Sandico and other 
insurgent leaders, were in cipher and so could 
not be read, and evidently signed ficticionusly, 
though in a handwriting that seemed to Te 
semble that of Aguinaldo. 


Aguinaldo an Elusive Foe |

“For more than a year the exact where- 
abouts of the elusive chieftain haa been a mys- 
tery. Rumor located him in all sorts of im- 
possible Diaces, but those best qualified to 
judge thought that he was somewhere in the 
great valley of the Cagayan, in the northern 
part of the island, or in some of the extensive 
mountain ranges on either side of it. “Probably 
few, if any, of those in high command among 
the insurgent forces knew where he was, as he 
was taking every precaution against treachery, 
or the disclosure of his hiding place by the 
capture of his correspondence, having gone 80 
far as to forbid that the name of his tem po- 
rary capital should be put on paper in any of 
the letters sent out by himself or his staff. A 
few trusted men saw that letters to him 
reached their dgstination. 

“The period of guerilla warfare that had 
succeeded the heavier fighting of the cartier 


days of the insurrection had now lasted more 


-than a year and a half, and it must be con- 


fessed that from our standpoint the results had 
not been satisfactory. Séattered all over the 
Philippines we had more than 70,000 troops, 
counting native auxiliaries, and#these in de- 
tachments varying in size from a regiment to 
less than a company garrisoned every town of 
importance and many places that weré mefe 
villages. Through the country everywhere the 
enemy’s guerilla bands, made up not only of 
the survivors of the forces that had fought us 
earlier in the war, but of men who had been fe- 
cruited or conscripted since. We had almost 
worh oursélves out chasing these marauders, 
and it was only occasionally by éffecting a sur- 
prise or through some streak of good fortune 
that we were sebieé to inflict any punishment on 
them, and such successes were only local and 
had little effect upon general conditions. These 
guerillas persistently violated all the rules that 
are supposed to govern tho conduct of civillzed 
people engagei in war, while the fact that they 
passed rapidly from the status of peaceful non- 
combatants living in our gafrisoned towns, to 
that of men in arms against us made It espe- 
cially difficult for us to deal with them. It was 


realized that Aguinaldo from his hiding place, 


wherever it might be, exercised through their 
local chiefs a sort of general control over all 
these guerilla bands, and as he was insistent 
that the Filipinos should not accept American 
rule, and as he was still recognized as the head 
and front of the insurrection, many of us had 
long felt that the thing could not end until he 
was either out of the way or a prisoner in our 
hands.” 


It was natural, then, that the message tell- 
ing of the capture of Aguinaldo’s correspond- 
ence should stir excitement in Funston's camp, 
for here was furnished the long-sought clew to 
his whereabouts.

If Canada had not abolished titles, Dr. Bant- 
ing would have been in line for more orna- 
mental. distinction, and there are those who 
regret that it is no longer possible in Canada 
to confer decorations for services such as Bant- 
ing’s, and who regard simple cash rewards as 
a poor distinction. 

But it is not Ijkely that lack of a title will 


worry Banting, and his country no doubt will 
find other ways of recognizing him. For ex- 
ample, the Canadian National Exhibition, which 
is generally opened by royalty or some person 
ranking very high in the order of precedence. 
is this year to be opened by young Dr. Banting. 


His discovery is to be featured at the exhibi-_ 


tion, as are other recent scientific achievements 
of Canadians, notably the liquefaction of 
helium. 

Another proposal for honoring him is to raise 
funds for the carrying of an instirance policy of 
e million dollars on his life, the proceeds, after 
a minor, contingent provision for Banting, to be 
paid as an endowment for research. If the 
scheme goes through the expense of it is to be 
borne largely by insurance companies who are 
already benefiting in. large degree by his dis- 
covery. 

Now that a physician less than 35 years old 
has within a period of a few months elevated 
his name to a position beside that of Pasteur 
and Lister, the story of the events that led to 
his discovery of insulin is engaging. 


| On the Trail of His Discovery. 


When the great war broke out in 1914 Bant- 
ing was still a medical student at Toronto. 
With other medical students he was urged by 
the War Department to complete his course be- 
fore entering the service, so it was not until 
1917 that he reached the front. While minis- 
tering to the wounded at Cambrai he took part 
in an exploit which won him a military cross, 
but it also cost him a wound in the shoulder 
from a piece of shell. Blood poisoning set in 
and he was invalided home. | 

On recovery he served in military hospitals 
and later obtained a jinior appointment in the 
department of physiology at Western Univer- 
sity at London, Ontario. In the course of his 
teaching he had been devoting special attention 
to the functions of the pancreas, the organ in 
the digestive tract located just back of the 
stomach. One evening he chanced @ read ar 
article concerning the relation of pancreatic 
secretions to diabetes and was seized with the 
ous 

It was known that diabetes, long contidered 
an incurable disease, is caused by the lous of 
the ability to burn the sugars and <tarches 
which constitute two-thirds of the body’s nour- 
fehment. Forty years befgre it had been estab- 
lished that the removal of the pancreas (sweet- 
breads) of an animal resulted in.development 
of diabetes, therefore making evident the fact 
that one of the fluids secreted by the pancreas 
furnished the body's sugar-burning a‘ility. It 
was also known that the larger part of the body 
of the pancreas normally produces the diges- 
tive ferment called pancreatin, so the problem 
of locating the exact source of the sugar-burn- 
ing secretion and isolating it. was the one 
which scientists had dreamed of solving. 

For a long time biologists had noticed small 
globules scattered about in the pancreas, “like 
currants in a cuke,’’ as one physician described 
them, but their exact function had never been 
determined. Banting hit upon the notion that, 
perhaps, these bodies, known as the “islands of 
Langerhans,” because of their discovery by an 
anatomist of that name, might contain that 
mysterious sugar-burning secretion. 


How the Name Insulin Was Conceived. | 


‘Hie was so obsessed with the idea that he re- 
signed his position, returned to Toronto and 
applied his alma mater for facilities with 
which Ft experiment. In the spring of 1921 
these were granted to him and he set about to 
follow his hunch. The obvious thing to do was 
to separate the islands of Langerhans from the 
rest of the pancreas, make an extract from 
them and then try administering it to diabetic 
animals. | . 

In view of the that previous attempts to 
extract the substance from the pancreas of a 
dead’ animal failed because of digestive fer- 
ments which automatically destroyed it, Bant- 
{ng sidestepped this difficulty by operating on 
living dogs and tying up one set of the put- 
Roughly, ‘this process constitut- 
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ed his first experiment, and it worked. He had 
obtained the long-sought secretion in its pure 
form and he called it “insulin,”’ from the Latin 
insula, meaning island. 

The next step was to see if it would remedy 
a diabetic condition and dogs came im again for 
laboratory use, further establishing the tri- 
umph of vivisection. Animals rendered dia- 
betic By the removal of the pancreas were then 
treated with injections of the extract. The re- 
sults were beyond the fondest hopes of the sci- 
entist. Dogs almost at the point of death, ema- 
ciated and listless, recovered life and energy 
almost immediately, took on weight and to all 
appearances were in perfect health as long as 
the injections were continued. One animal 
which otherwise wouldjhave died within a few 
hours was revived, restored to normal condition 
and kept alive for 70 days. It was finally chlo- 
roformed in order-to conserve the supply of the 
precious liquid. 


| 


Tried It First on Himself. | 


Experiménts were then transferred to rab- 
bits, with some striking results. An injection 
of insulin into a normal, healthy rabbit so 
greatly accelerated its ability to burn food 
sugars as to cause convulsions. These convul- 


_sions were immediately stayed by the injection 


of sugar and the rabbit returned to normalcy as 
quickly and as strikingly as it had been pre- 
cipitated to convulsions by the sugar-burning 
extract. The next step was the use of the fluid 
in diabetic rabbits. The effect was tre same 
as it had been in the dogs. An ability to burn 
sugar was produced, but injections in diseased 
s+

rabbits did not produce the convulsions as they 
had in normal specimens. 

The final and critical step was to see what 
effect insulin would have upon human beings. 
Having established the properties of it through 
animal experimentation, the scientists could 
now do this without great danger. To test the 
question of whether insulin would cause @ 
poisonous reaction in the human body,’ Dr. 
Banting and his assistant, Dr. Best, each gave 
the other an injection simultaneously. Nothing 
unusual happened. There remained, then, only 
the test of its effect upon diabetic patients. 

In February, 1922, a little less than a year 
after Banting had his first inspiration, the first 
tests were made upon human patients in ad- 
vanced stages of the disease. The results were 
amazing. Persons who had become “living 
mummies.” suffering from lassitude and. brain 
impairment, which are characteristics of the 
malady, recovered their normal faculties, to- 
gether with the ability to cansume the sugars 
in their food. Others in earlier stages who had 
been kept upon their feet only by rigid atten- 
tion to diet found themselves able to eat any 
food they desired without harmful results. Im- 
mediately a elamor for insulin’ arose from pa- 
tients, hospitals and doctors the world over, 
and with that clamor arose the problem of sup- 
piy. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. points 
out that in 1919 the number oi applicants for 
insurance who were rejected on account of 
diabetes was 4.5 per 1000, and in 1921 was 5.7 
per 1000.

insulin is not a cure for diabetes, but a remedy; 
it does not repair the organic defect, but simply 
supplies to the body what the diseased organ is 
failing to supply. Obviously, them, the prob- 
lem of meeting such a tremendous demand, of 
supplying 550,000 dose@ a day for ope country 
alone is appalling. It was upon this phase of 
the matter that scientists then centered’ their 
attention. . 

During his experimentation upon” dogs in 
the laboratories of the university here, Dr. 
Banting discovered a process for obtaining in- 
sulin from dead animals. He found that by 
treating the pancreas with alcobol and other 
agents he could destroy the digestive part of the 
gland, but leave the islands of Langerhans un- 
impaired. This opened the way te quantity 
production and made it possible to draw on 
the packing houses for the raw materials from 
butchered animals. Food animals now consti- 
tute the chief source gt supply. but already 
laboratory workers have been casting their eyes 
ever the world to find what particular form of 
life yields the largedt supply and at the smallest 
cost. 

Strangely enough, they have found that from 
the ocean may be taken an almost inexhaustible 
supply of insulin-producing fish.

"NOW REPLACED BY TUBE 


‘Fessenden Transmitter Had Been 
in Government Service 
Since 1912. 


Sea-going radio operators, many 
skippers and landsmen who listen in 
will note a change in the “voice” of 
NAA at Arlington 2650 meters. The 


peculfar tone of the old Fessenden 
spark will no longer carry the time 
signals, weather reports and infor- 
mation of great interest to mariners. 
This famous spark set, installed in 
'TDeecember, 1912, was replaced on 
Sunday, July 8, by a new tube trans- 
mutter. 

Operating on the same wave 
hngth, 2560 meters, the new set will 
will carry all the goverimental 
broadcasting formerly done on the 
spark. Although its power is not 
quite as great, the range of the tube 
set by teste has 
greater than the old 100 KW spark. 
l|After 11 years of almost constant 
/operation, the Fessenden set is to be 
ret.red from active service, and it is 
understood that it may be present- 
ed to the National Museum, where 
many radio experts believe it should 
have the hénor accorded to the early 
locomotive of Baldwin and the Morse 
telegraph key. 

Even before its installation in 1912 
as the first high-powered radio 
transmitting set in the United States, 
the Fessenden set was used in test 
work for néarly two yeafs b*tween 
‘the Plymouth, Mass. radio station 


/and the Mackaranish station in Scot- |

PEAK IN BROADCASTING 
STATIONS NOW REACHED 


Fifty Stations Dropped From 
Government Records During 
Month of June. 


Breedcasting is apparently slow- 
ing down slightly, based upon the 
number of stations in operation to- 
day. The peak of the curve of this 
popular service was reached in May, 
when 591 stations were on the lists’ 
of the Department of Commerce. 
On June 40, there were 573-18 lees 
than in May, although there were 
115 more than in June, 1922. 

The broadcasting service, which 
started in September, 1921, with 
three stations, rose slowly during 
the last months of 1921 to 28 at 


the end of the year, but In March 
1922, it began to climb by leaps 
and bounds, reaching 576 in Decem- 
ber, 1922. January showed a loss 
of six stations, but this was made up 
hin February, when a total of 581 
was reached. Following the Na- 
tional Radio conference in Febru- 
ary, 1923, this figure increased une 
til the peak of 591 was reached in 
May. With the allocation of wave 
lengthe, a number of stations have 
dropped by tHe wayside; 60 stations 
were deleted in June, more than in 
any other month since the servive 
was undertaken. 

On June 30, the total of 578 sta- 
tions was distributed ase follows: 
Class A. 203: Class B, 42; Clas C, 
327: and Class D (development), 1. 

During the month of June, 31 new 
Class A é@tations were licensed and 
one Class B. Twenty-seven C's were 
transferred to Class A stations, and 
two were granted Class B licenses. 
In June, one Class A station stopped 
broadcasting, and 49 Class C's, of 
360 meters, were deleted.

Gridley of the Fur Trade Review states that “prac- 
tically 50 per cent of the numiber of skins imported 
are rabbit skins from New Zealand, Australia, avd 
thirty to forty million of these are Australian rab- 


-bit skins. Even the uninitiated know that rabbits 


have become veritable pests in Australia, owing to 


their habits of muititudinous propagation, and to- 


conclude from the foregoing figures that the total 
extermination of the true fur-bearing species is immi- 
nent would be an altogether erroneous supposition. 

The great staple American furs are fox, muskrat, 
skunk, raccoon, civet cat and opossum, 


In that several of these are now being raised on 
“fur farms.” the trade claims that the extermination 
threat falls flat. -Millions of dollars have been in- 
vested in breeding foxes, especially silver foxes, in 
Prince Edward Island and other parts of Canada. also 
Alaska. The racoon, muskrat, opossum, mink and 
skunk have also been bred for the trade in this 
country. Such breeding would automatically convert 

into increase. 
allied claim that this will not help 
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their native haunts. And so they continue to pou. 
in from the wilderness, rushed from trapper io con- 
sumer as fast as transportation with all its modern 
energy can carry them. Here a thousand little minks 
perish and are hustled into Chicago or St. Louis,

It is uses like these of which the conservationists 
complain. The fad for fur in useless places has gone 
so far that lingerie is being trimmed with it, boots, 
fans, parasols, pocketbooks, toilet cases and slipper 
bags. An ermine-trimmed nightgoWn is said to have 
made its entrance into Paris of late and to have cre- 
ated a great denmfand for copies. Even those of us 
who are lenient enough toward ourselves to enjoy 3 
fur collar on our winter coats and to snuggie without 
a stab of conscience into our deep fox scarf on a 
chilly spring day, must admit that when it comes to 
trimming our nighties with ermine we might have ¢ 
heart! 

St. Louis, Chicago and New York are the three 
cities among us that have most te do with our na- 
tional fur trade. Skins pour into Chicago from many 
northern points, especially those of the muskrat and 
skunk. Both of these beasts of our familiar wild life 
were once scorned, but are now sought far and wide 
for the “Hudson seal” and “civet cat” that emerge 
from them. St. Louis is the greatest primary raw fur 
market on the giebe, all of the United States Govern- 
ment Alaska sealskins being shipped here, as well as 
other furs from the Pribilof Islands. In New York

There are now in England these three air lines 
maintaining regular services: 

The Handley-Page Co., which conducts a line be- 
tween Croydon and Paris. 

The Instone Air Line, which operates between 
London, Brussels and Cologne. 

The Daimler Co., which sends planes tetween 
Croydon, Amsterdam and Berlin. 

In addition there is the Supermarine Corporation 
of Southampton, which by the end of June will be 
running a service to the Chdmnel Islands and soon 
after to Cherbourg and Havre. Thé distinctive 
feature of this company is that its planes wil! all 
be boat planes. ; 

Then the De Haviland company maintains a taxi 
airplane service. Besides these principal companies 
there are minor airway firms. 


The Handley-Page company has four airplanes in 
its service. Three of these run daily, while the 
fourth is being overhauled. There are two services 
daily between London and Paris. Frem Croydon 
the starting times are 12330 and 4 o’clock. The com- 
pany has found by experience that it takes on the 
average 2:42 hdurs to make the run, although the 
record is exactly one hour less. 

- The Handley-Page planes have a capacity for 
carrying at one time 14 passengers in addition to 
the pilot and mechanic. Like the other British serv- 
ices, it carries both freight and mail. The freight 
capacity of its planes is 500 pounds when the pas- 
senger limit is filled and 2500 pounds when no pas- 


sengers. 
In 1922, 12,712 passengers were carried by the 


five companies which ope®ate from Croydon—the 


Handley-Page, the Instone, the Daimler, the K. L. M. 
(Dutch) and the C. M. A. (French). Of these 4008 
were carried by the Handiey-Page company. For 
the first four months of this year—that is, ap to 


any part of Europe, as exemplified by May 1—the five companies have tranenarted 3533 
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passengers, compared with 1830 in-the first quarter 
of 1922. The fare to Paris from Croydon is about 
$30. ‘ 

The Instone company maintains two services daily 
each way between Croydon and Cologne. One plane 
leaving Croydon stops at Brussels: the other goes di- 
rectly on to Cologne. This company has four planes 
in its service, each capable of carrying nine pas- 
sengers or a ton of freight. The fare to Brussels 
is £3 19s. 6d.; that to Cologne £5 19s. 6d. The av- 
erage time of flight to Brussels from London is three 
and a half hours; to Cologne four and a quarter 
hours. This company has carried approximately 
7000 passengers in the last two years. “ 


The Daimler Airways Co., which has risen from 
the ashes of the old Aircraft Transport and Travel 
Co., also maintains four planes constantly in its 
service. Its mach‘nes are capable of carrying 10 
passengers or 1600 pounds of freight. . The fare 
from London to Birmingham is 30 shillings: from 
London to Amsterdam £4. The time of flight from 
Manchester to Berlin is nime and a quarter hours. In 
the nine monthgfrom April 1 of last year to Jan. 
1 of this year the cempany carried 2103 passengers. 


‘In the first four months of 1924 it has transported 


387 passengers. 

At present there are seven active lines running on 
regular schedule within Germany and conpecting 
with outside lines. The most ambitious of these is 
the Berlin. Amsterdam. London line, which became a 
reality only this spring. Others connect Berlin, Ham- 
burg. Bremen and Amsterdam; Hamburg. Copen- 
hagen and Malmo. Sweden; Koenigsburg, Berlin. 
Zurich and Geneva: Berlin, Danzig and Koenigsburg: 
Berlin. Munich and Prague: Koenigsbure, Smolensk 
and Moscow. The latter, one of the longest lines in 
the German schedule, has beeg thoroughly estab- 
lished and is perhaps the best passenger service from 
Berlin to Moscow. A line from Berlin to Vienna will 
be put into operation soon, following two mergers 
which have been effected to push passenger service 
further into the important places of Central Europe. 

The Berlin to London trip costs £6 10s.; Hamburg 
to London, £6; Bremen to London, £5 15 shfilings: 
Amsterdam to London, £%. On the same line the trip 
from Hamberg to Bremen costs 15 shillings.

quite cohsiderably‘ wilder in Texas and Oklahoma 
than is the status today. 


Tom Ross is 50, Milt Goode 34. Ross has a wife 
and one child, a pretty girl of 15, named Bessie. 
Goode, Who married at 19, has a wife and eight 
ehildren, names too numerous to mention. His 
oldest child is a 14-year-old girl. Both Ross and 
Goode are known as “home men,” fond of their 
families. Also, they are celebrated throughout the 
wide areas of their activities as men who “stick by 
their friends.” The list of their friends does not 
include Berk Spiller’s bunch of brand inspectors.

His name then, his real one, was Hill 
Loftus, and he came from the north part of Mis- 


. sissippi when he was about 13 years old, to grow up 


with his older brother, Jerome Loftus, a ranchman 
in the north part of Texas. 


“When still a boy, Hill got a job on the great 
ranch of D. Wagoner & Son, near what is now 
Wichita Falls, Tex. The Wagoners, old Dan and his 
son Tom, operated in the top part of Texas and the 
lower part of the old Oklahoma Territory. They 
occupied many thousands of acres of free range, 
largely-in the Comanche country of Oklahoma. They 
had at times as many as 30,000 head of cattle on the 
range. 

“Young Hill Loftus was put in charge of the 
Wagoneg camp at Sutter’s Creek. You see, those big 
ranchmen had their cattle grouped out, Sutter’s 
Creek being one of several camps with cowboys 
doing the work of herding a section of cattle. Hill . 
was only about 20 then—it must have been nearly 
30 years ago. He lived in a dugout, or sodhouse, 
on the slope of a hill. It was there that he got 
mixed up with the Beckham-Bigham gang of out- 
laws, and that’s a real story itself. Red Buck, a 
notorious outlaw—don’t know his real name—was 
of that gang. 


“Joe Beckham had been Sheriff of Motley County, 
Tex. He had killed a man and was out on bail. 
The Gay before his trial was to open, Beckham 
shot and killed, at the town of Seymour, Caunty 
Clerk Henry. Cook of Motley County. a witness 
@gainst him for the other killing. Then Beckham 
went on.the dodge. He got in with Bigham, a bad 
man of that region, and others, and they robbed a 
store and did other things that set the Texas Rang- 
ers on their trail. 

“The gang™riding good horses, came up to Sut- 
ter’s Creek camp, near the southern line of Okla- 
homa, and found young Hill Loftus there in charge 
of the cow outfit. Hill provided food and shelter 
for the gang of half 4 dozen men. Along toward 
dusk one evening 2 squad of Texas Rangers, com- 
manded by Capt. John L. Sallivan, a fighter worthy 
of his name. came up a draw leading to the dugout. 
They had knowledge of the presence of Beckham and 
his crowd. 

“The Rangers stopped about 600 yards flown the 
draw. dismounted an@ opened fire on the dugeut. 
They used 45-90. Winchesters. It was growing 
dark. The men insi the dugout, with the door 
shut, fired through tle portholes at the spots 
where they saw the gun flashes down the draw.

It was Miss Wheat's original intention upon her re- 
turn to devote her time to the making of batik 
draperies, panels, lampshades and so on.
